' .<>e!f-.iustification by fraud. To take an ab- 
^ surd iiypotheLical example, let us imagine 
a nation, A, Favoured by natural circum- 
stances, who in consequence have better 
conditions of life than in other, far-distant 
countries, and are determined, to keep it so, 
even at the cost of great privation to 
other nations. Suppose that legislation 
were passed in the country A, that (in in- 
tention at least) would mean extending 
for perhaps another generation the suffer- 
ing of a people, B, long under woi'se con- 
ditions than they themselves. W.c would 
easily forgive their selfishness, for it is 
humanly natural. 

But if, by some curious twist of rea- 
soning, they A, tried to prove themselves 
the benefactor of those they so grievously 
injured, and to pose as the would-be sup- 
pressors of some obscure exploitation 
which this people, B, suffered from; an 
issue entirely separate from their real rea- 
son, and very plainly subsequent to it, 
would we not be ashamed to belong to the 
nation A, and despise them for their utter 
yellow-heartedness ? 

Fortunately, we Canadians are honest 
men, and there is little danger of our do- 
ing such a thing. But the last war showed 
that the most utterly indecent action can 
be rationalized into a virtue, so it behooves 
us to keep our weather-eye open against 
self-deception^jÉI^

Coiuproiuisiiig With 
Honeslv 

In spite of much. argument to the con- 
trary, excessive moral scruple is not al- 
ways an aid to .success. It is hard some- 
times to make conduct and ideals coincide, 
land he who insists on both success and 
'honour, may be compelled to bridge, the 
gap with a careful logical .structure. 
Granted the j)i-oper premises, we can justi- 
fy, nay, glorify any action, and so restore 
ourselves from grovelling shame to self- 
respect. - . 

In this deformation of unmouldable 
truth, one basic fact has been neglected. 
Between the honest and the dishonest man 
there Is a great gulf fixed, and there is no 
gradation between. One cannot say, "I will 
be honest except in this," or "I will be 
nine-tenths honest;" for once we begin the 
process of justification by post-rational iza- 
Hion, our whole yardstick of truth is gone, 
and we must live by our proofs and ration- 
aIizat;ions alone. 

So we believe that 'one compelled by 
necessity to highway-robbery should say to 
'himself, "My stomach is'cmpty, and I can 
■-only fill it by conduct that I know is 
wrong. However, I desire comfprt more 
.than uprightness, and so resolve to be a 
'bad man from this time forth." He should 
.snot speak of "the duty of distributing pro 
i perty more evenly", for then he exchanges 
^ jthe 'penalty of acknowledged selfishness, 
Kvhich is humility, for the penalty q£ diS' 
honesty, which is confusion.

Tho 
following in u review and resume ot & pamphlet 
written by him. 

AVhenever a hevere earthquake occurs in any 
part of the world, instruments at the Dominion Ob- 
ser\-alory are waiting for it, ready to record all the 
disturbances which'follow In the wake of these phon 
omena of nature. These delicate Instruments which 
pick. up move.-nents In tho earth Inipreccptlble to 
thé 'human senses are known as aoismoErapUs, 

. These, if sensitive enoush, produce a record 
of thei swâylne ot the earth from whicli the period 
acceleration and actual displacement of the earth's 
surface at the recording station can be calculated. 
For a distant earthquake It I» posnlble to déter- 
mine not only the distance to the origin of the dis- 
turbance but also the time at which the shock 
lA^gan at the epicentre. Besides these useful data 
the Kcismograph furnishes the moat definite in- 
formation which can be secured witli regard to 
the Interior structure of the earth. 
^ ' 'Fundamentally tho seismograph Is a pendulum, 
except that the motion is reversed. It is the bob 
which remains slalionory while the earth .awinga. 
Thus any motion of Uie earth's surface Is picked 
up and recorded and tho true earth movement can 
be determined from tho resulting soismogram. 

Tor recording Iheso corth movements both 
horizontal and vertical types of the instrument are 
In use. The former records tho moUon of tho 
earth parallel to Its surface and not up and down. 
Tho x'ertlcal seismograph depends upon tho in- 
ertia of a heavy moss suspended by. a spring. It 
records tho up and down motion of tho earth on a 
9ci»mogram of smoker paper. 

To locate the posiUon of the epicentre on tho 
earth from a «ingle station three soismograpba are 
employed — two horizontal Instruments set at right- 
angles, and ono vertical. If tho horizontal onee 
0^0 set North-South and Zast-Wcat, tho horliontaj 
j components of tho initial earth motion can be de- 
termined for thoso two directions and by combin- 
ing them, the great circle through atailona and 
epicentre is deduced. By examination of the very 
trace ot tho first preliminary 'waves, tho direcUon 
of the origin can thus Iks determined. The dls- 
taiico Unown from previous calculation, the epicen- 
tre ii located. 

In addition to tha flvo seismographs there are 
three metcrologlcal Instruments kept In operation 
in the aelsmological division. These are a soismo- 
graph which records changes in atmospheric pres- 
sure, on .momograph which records the pressure 
and direction of the wind and a thermograph 'which 
records, the temperature changes. The records ob- 
tained from all these instruments are caretuUy 
filed. 

The Observatory records all earthquakes and 
issues every month a solsmological bulletin "which 
Is xent to all solsmio stations. Similar bulletins 
are received, from all other staUons and these are 
systematically filed. Seismologlcal . staUons are lo- 
cated at Shawlnigan I*alla|iind^eyen Falls in Quo- 
bec, at Halifax and at Saskatoon. They are all 
under the direction ot tho Dominion Observatory 
which inspects the instruments from time to time. 
Besides earthauakes there are many effects 
which Seismography cm record. Movements of a 
high tower or chimney caused by tho -wind may 
be traced out on a selsmogram, Tho vibrations of 
a bridge caused by moving loads, or 'the alipplng 
of a foundation may be so detected and '{registered. 
Successful expérimenta are at i>reaent being carried 
on in the location oÇ oU and ore, ' 

From an engineering point of view the study 
of earthquakes is of utmost importance. With the 
rapid growth oC large cities, the rise of immense 
buildings, and the construction ot water. and light- 
ing eystcms, the damag« posslblllUea of a severo 
schok are greatly Increased. Kartbquake resistant 
buildings are being demanded. 

The -writer also shows that tlio ]>redictions of 
carthciuakes appearing from timo to time , in the 
newspapers are quite' without scientific founda- 
tion. f{;tovti a shock can bo foretold for any given 
locality the seismic history of th.at placo must be 
, studied In dnf.iH for many years.

It is oc- 
curronccj ot this nature that maiie us fully realize 
that the age of miracles U not yet past. U unfortun- 
ately, In this case tho miracle in guesllon tnle'nl al- 
moEi bo ratel lut a negative quantity, because, 
sad to relate, It la u miracle of Ignorance. Such 
Isnor.ince of u. mmon. every-day lucl^ liiti. i....: . 
occur, and which it they do, as they are wont to 
on extremely rare occasions, are immediately hush- 
up. This idea of flountiiif; Ignorance in Cvcry- 
one'-s face certainly is a new Une of attack, and 
hardly one that can be favorably" comta»nUcd. 

Tho complete ignorance f :nc workinpi of the 
students' actlvitlfts as exémplltlej »y ihut syuik- 
Ung article forces one to wonder where some people 
spend all their time, and wiiat they use ihelr eyes, 
ears and mouth for. Any auenip; to deal with 
all the faulty statements made would force one to 
write columns and columns, so all 1 will attempt 
to do will be to clear up some of the more glaring 
blunders. 

In tho first place, allow me to state here, in 
order that Idle ravings may be stopped once and 
for all, that the JlO paid by students at the bc- 
iitu'.lng of each vear is not solely for tho book of 
coupons they receive in return. SS of this sum Is 
a regular assessment made by tho University for 
tha maintenance ot tcnnia courts, hockey rinks 
and all forma ot inter-facuily and IntercoIItglalo 
competition, and would be made whether or not 
the coupons were issued. Accordingly, this JS 
can ba aubtractod from tho grand total of $10, and 
set aside and labelled "maintenance". Good, now, 
subtracting ÎS from $10, even tho most feeble mind- 
ed, I hope, will find that thia leaves the munifi- 
cent sum of 12. It is this magniflcant sum ot iS 
that the student pays in exchange for his book 
of coupons. Pleaso keep this fact in mind — It Is 
|I, not $1U as to fervently claimed by tho dear 
deluded, that tho student actually pays for ad- 
mission to all homo collego contests. Delving Into 
antiquity for the moment, allow me to deal with 
the question of assessments. In previous times 
there was a compluaory assessment of IS made on 
each and every student for the support of athletics. 
Tho student received nothing whatsoever in re- 
turn for this 8'jm. As it was found that this as- 
sessment was insufficient to meet all expenses that 
occurred, a further assessment ot~iô was levied, 
after being passed by popular vota. Even hero lio 
mention w'as made of the students receiving any- 
thing in return for tliia extra assossincnt. Tho 
Athletic Board, however, decided that it should 
lake Homo steps to show its npiircclatlon for i;\e 
support given it by the student body and Inaugu- 
rated tho system of "student coupons." This Is 
another llltlo fact that it would be well to keep In 
mind when considering the motion proposed and 
seconded by Jlessrs. Clay and Gray. 

And now for ths demands of the tiiotlon It- 
self, regarding spits In th.il section of the con- 
crete stand that is directly opposite tiie centre of 
the stadium. The fact that the people now occupy- 
ing those seats, for the greater part, have been 
subscribers to McGlll home games for tho past 
ten years, seems to ha\o been completely over- 
looked. It might bo of Interest to note that ap- 
plicants for .«eason tickets get seats in either sec- 
tion B or F tho first year they have tickets, rather 
than II and I, — but no matter. To continue, wo 
find that practically the same thing applies to tho 
hockoy games. Stating the demands ot the motion 
in dollars and cents, wo have the tolo'wing: —

Canada Upheld 

BOUNDRY UNNATURAL 

Negative Speakers Point out 
American Political 
Corruption 

"Resolved that tho Anncxittlon ot 
Canada by the United States 1» eco- 
nomically juHtlfialilc," was successfully 
relations." stated | upheld by T. Langslaft and L. llol- 
Ilngswortli at the last mcotlng ot the 
Commerce '32 Debating Society yester 
day afternoon Avhen they defeated 
Ernest Crown and P. Davla. 

T. Langstaff, first affirmative speak 
cr, divided Canada into tho four 
groups of: tho MarillmcH, Ontario and 
Quehec, the Prairies and lastly Hrl 
tish Columbia. In dealing with the 
first two divisions he showed that 
tbo- Kcw England States were the 
real markets for' tho resources of the 
.Maritime rrovlnccs, — "If tariff bar 
ricrs wcro cast aside by onnexatlon 
prosperity of all tho provinces would 
bo bound to follow," ho stated. He 
contended also, that annexation would 
eiimlnato ' tho St. Lawrence AValer- 
ways Question and would lead to the 
liovelepment of tho greatest electric 
al power In the world. 

Speaking for the negative, E. 
Crown' pointed out thn,t the national- 
istic differences between Canada and 
tho United States would bo bound to 
clash. lie also claimed that seeing 
that tho U. S. A. could not govern 
theinfclves, how could they be 
peeled to govern both Canad.-i and 
the United' States? 

Tho second spctiker for the af 
firmatlve, 1^. •llolllngsworth spent 
most of his time In refutation. How 
ever, he pointed out th.H by .annexa 
'.inn with the V. K. .\., Canada could 
((Vnpcrate with the United States In 
world markets, and bo ahlo to dis 
poso of her wheat. Ho showed loo, 
that Industries would come up to 
Canada because of her watcrpo\j'cr, 
natural resoiirccs, and cheapness of 
la hour. 

r. Davis, tho last speaker for the 
iiegiillve, Ktressed the lawlessness and 
coiTuptlon of tho proEcnt U. S. poll 
licnl Kystem. He stated that h 
doiibted whether tho United States 
would take over the Canadian debt 
If anne.vatlon would take place. "If 
annexation of Canada M-ould meaii th' 
adoption of tho American political 
machine, It would Indeed be disas 
trous for us."

Dealing more particularly with tho 
trends ot modern poetry 'Wilfred 
AVerry pointed out both tlio glaring 
absurdities and tho outstanding mcr 
Its In the work ot twentieth century 
writers In his papo/ on "An Approach 
to Modern Literature" before tho 
English Literature Society yesterday 
afternoon In Uoom 30 ot the Arts 
Building. 

In discussing tho reasons for read 
Ing tho newest hooks, the speaker 
expressed liimscit ns being entirely 
out ot «ympotby with tho typo ot In- 
dividual who la proud ot llio fact 
that ho has read nothing since Diek- 
cnt. "I always have tho feeling." he 
said, "that such a person is intellec- 
tually lazy. To bo well read a man 
must know something about modern 
Ittoraturc as ^vell as literature ot the 
past." 

Tho speaker treated his subject 
from two aspects, first tho I^nglish 
and then tho American. Among the 
more niqdern of tho English, poets 
ho mentioned such names as rticliard 
Aldington, D. H. Lawrence, l'obert 
Gravc-j and Siegfried .Sassoon. In the 
.■speaker's estimation, tho last-named 
Is ono of the most interesting poets ot 
tho day and he has perhaps best 
caught tho spirit .uf .modern life. 

In America Intense Interest In po- 
etry was felt at the beginning ot the 
century and many new poets came 
into tho llme-Ilght. noberl Trust is 
ono ot the poets whoso reputation 
was mndo at this period and his famu 
has become nioro wide-spread In re- 
cent years. New movements were 
started by such poets ns Vachel 
Lind.«ay and Carl Sandliurp, but al 
tho same time there wcro several 
lyric poets of importance. Kdna St. 
Vincent Mlllay, Ullnor Wyllo and 
S.ar.a Teatdalo are .all well worth 
reading in the opinion of ^\■erl•J•. 

Kreo verse has been tlie raiise of 
much argument, many people ihiliii- 
ing that froo verse is writing with- 
out any rules to the game. The speak- 
er pointed out that tho Tree verse 
mo.vcment did a sen'Ico to poetry in 
clearing up many of tlic doulitfiil 
points about rl.ythm and cadence and 
metre. "At any rale,'" continued the 
speaker, "frco verso Is rather an In- 
teresting subject even It only to 
start a fight," 

In hl» concluding remarks he 
touched briefly on the modern novel 
In which tho "stream of eonscious- 
iies.s" method has been used. .lames 
Joyce, Dorothy I'ichardson and Vir- 
ginia 'Woolfo are jterhaps the best 
known exponents of this typo of 
writing.

Queen Charlotte 
gave lilm an order for a tea set of 
this material. Slio was very pleased

ot our allilctic events, and charge the 
student body a fee sufficient lo bal- 
ance tho remaining deficit; tiicn our 
ntlilcUcs would be financially securn, 
an Important part ot tho financia 
burden of our games would bo borne 
by those who enjoy the mo.'^t and the 
Individual student would have an up 
port unity lo choose the scats which 
best conform In his taste.
